The principal 
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COMMUNIST TALK 
OF PEACE 


Russian Communists took 
the word “Democracy,” twist- 
ed jt round to describe a 
tyranny and then claimed a 
monopoly of it. They are 
now trying to de the same 
with the word “peace.” Rus- 
sia and her satellites, the 
Soviet Union proclaims, are 
the only States who want 
peace. Capitalist countries 
must in the nature of their 
being seck war. Therefore all 
who desire peace must sup- 
port Russia since she alone 
does not want war. That is 
the Russian contention, Com- 
munist talk of peace is as dis- 
honest as anything Hitler ever 
did. For Hitler alse, we miust 
remember, was an ardent 
apostle of “peace.” The Rus- 
sian line of propaganda—con- 
trasting, the “peaceful” Soviet 
countries with the “warmon- 
peringg”  West-—has two ob- 
jects. On the one hand it 
secks to “soften” Western 
peoples and counter their ef- 
‘forts (already largely success- 
ful): to bind themselves to- 
nether for ecanomic recovery 
and for mutual aid against 
ugeression, It is preparation 
dor a new Munich, for Hitler 
also confused and weakened 
his victims by these tactics. 
On the other hand it seeks to 
whip up support throughout 
the Communist empire — of 
Eastern Europe for any action 
Russia may take. 

The journal of the Comin- 
formrseys that “the mighty 
wave of the democratic move- 


ment is gaining momentum 
‘and the ranks of the defenders 
of peace are yvrowing more 
consolidated: and monolithic. 
From the channel coast to the 
islands of Japan, from Aus- 
tralia to Narvik, millions of 
people are insistiny on curb- 
ing rampant Imperialist ag- 
uressors who are preparing a 
new war.” The “evidence” 


.gtiven for all this is the numer- 


ous Communist and Commun- 
ist-inspired conferences which 
have been held recently, in- 
cluding the “congresses of in- 
tellectuals* in New York, 
Paris and elsewhere, and the 
declaration of Communist 
leaders in capitalist countries 
that workers will never fight 
against Russia and that they 
will welcome Russian armies 
as liberators. This theme fills 
the press and radio of all the 
Communist sphere. The move- 
ment for peace, says the Mos- 
cow New Times, “embraces 
the _widest sections of the 
population in all countries of 
the world.” Going a step fur- 
ther, the Hungarian pro- 
paganda machine informs the 
world that “resistance to the 
puppet governments of West- 
ern capitalist countries has 
gone so far that in Italy and 
France sporadic armed fight- 
ing is raging with bitter de- 
termination. in streets and 
barricades.” All. this may 
seem absurd to us who know 
how little the Communist: op- 
position to the Atlantic Pact 
really counts in the West. The 
Politburo in Moscow must 
know it too, But there must 
be a serious reason for the 
intensity of the campaign in 
Communist countries. It may 
be objected that for all its 
machine-like mobilisation the 
Communist campaign does in- 
dicate that Russia, desires

Secondly, a conference the fol- 
Jowing; Monday between Western 
Military Governors and o delega- 
tlon from the- Parllamentary 
Counc at Bonn. 

The Parliamentary Council has 
laboured nearby cight months to 
draft a Constitution. Now it Is 
deadlocked. The SPD and the 
Conservative Christian Democrats 
({CDU) are ticd in a knot over 
whether the Counstitution should 
provide a strony centralised gov- 
ernment or a states rights admin- 
istration. 

The SPD demands a strong 
central government. The CDU 
fivours more power for the states. 
The Military “Governors have re- 
commended financial and taxation 
powers be left to the states. The 
SPD has'‘refused to “fo along. 

Well informed sources say there 
care three ways the stalemate may 
be broken. 

The SPD might make conecs- 
sions. 

The CDU, with support from 
some other small parties, might 
ram through a Constitution 
which would win approval of 
the occupying powers, Then it 
would be up to the German 
people to ratify or reject the 
Councli's work. 


Could Dissolve Council 
The Military Governors could 
dissolve the Council and ask the 
states to convoke a new one. 
Some Officials say public pressure 
would force selection of a more 
concillatory group.

Many well informed quarters 
say the SPD will-not back down 
at its Hanover conference. 
“I'am very pessimistic,” one 
high officlal commented. “There

The Board's recommendations 
are secret and will remain so une 
less brought out before some 
Congressional Committee.

Then, too, the Board has the 
job of seeing haw the government 
can get everything jt needs with- 
out crippling the domestic supply. 
As on elementary example they 
are determining the amount of 
gasoline needed to supply war 
planes and where to get that 
much fucl, But they must also 
find cnough gasoline to allow. a 
war worker to drive to his fac- 
tory to make planes, 

The same example can be ap- 
plied to the multitude of ma- 
terials and commodities needed in 
war.—United Press.
